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LARGE GROUP OF CLUB MEMBERS URGES NAMING 
OF COL. CAMPBELL AS SECRETARY OF THE FCC

It was reported this week that hh members of the OPC have strongly recommended in a 
joint telegram that Lt. Col. William B. Campbell be appointed immediately as secretary of 
the Federal Communications Commission. 

The wire was sent to FCC Chairman Rosel Hyde, on December 28. Signers included Past 
PresidentsBOB CONSIDINE, JOHN DALY, LOWELL THOMAS, and EUGENE LYONS, HAL BOYLE and others 
active in Club affairs. The group said, in the wire, that Past President WYTHE WILLIAMS 
had been authorized "to see that these endorsements are brought to the attention of those 
directly or indirectly responsible for making the appointment" to fill the now-vacant post. 

(Editor's Note: Going to press early this holiday week, The Bulletin was unable to 
confirm this action reported in Radio Daily-Television Daily. The Bulletin, however, had 
previously learned from Mr. WILLIAMS that such action was under consideration. ) 

The report noted that Col. Campbell was in charge of technical operations of SHAEF 
broadcasting directorate during World War II under General Eisenhower. He is currently 
completing a tour of duty in an important communications position at the Pentagon.

The president of Ecuador has lifted his ban on the newspaper, 
El Comercio, The Bulletin was informed this week by Virginia

KLALLAKRAAI-KKAKKAXKAX.—— Committee. 

The paper resumed publication on December 26 (the ban was rescinded December 24) 
and dedicated its first issue to "freedom and democracy." 

The OPC Board of Governors, as noted, had approved a protest to the Ecuadorian 
government over the closure of El Comercio (for refusing to publish a government com- 
munigue attacking the whole Ecuadorian press). The protest was addressed to President 
Jose M. Velasco Ibarra and signed by Miss MIZELLE and ANSEL TALBERT, chairman of the 
Club's Committee on Freedom of the Press and Information. 

(The re-opening of El Comercio was hailed in a New York Times editorial, declaring 
that "progress that is being made in Latin America in defending freedom of the press is 
becoming truly impressive." Said The Times: "The free press all over the hemisphere 
joined (the Inter-American Press Association) in the struggle, along with organizations 
like the Overseas Press Club x x x"

Without coal a great modern city is a helpless 
something we have always taken for granted.

RITA HUME SECONDARI KILLED IN MAJORCA AUTO CRASH 


A cheerful message from the island of Majorca came across The Bulletin editor's desk 
this week. It read: 
"We just received a whole group of OPC Bulletins dating back to last July CA 
and had a lot of fun reading them.....The island of Majorca seems cut off from the world 
but it's a good place to be writing a book..All the best."

Two days later came the news that on December 29 RITA HUME SECONDARI was killed in 
an automobile accident on Majorca. Her husband and fellow member, JOHN, reportedly was 
driving the car, and suffered minor injuries. 

RITA HUME SECONDARI covered World War II for INS, with the Italian partisans behind 
German lines at the time Mussolini was executed. She wrote an eye-witness account of 
the Italian dictator's death on returning to Allied lines. Rome had been her headquar- 
ters since 1947 in her capacity as correspondent there for the Seattle Times and the 
North American Newspaper Alliance, on a free-lance basis. She was a native of Seattle. 

The Bulletin regretfully records the death of this popular Member and joins the 
entire membership in extending sympathy to her surviving husband and our fellow Member.
